| contains the king’s uniforms, and the 
| other his Majesty's ordinary morning, 
| walking and evening sults of clothes. 

Overnight the chief valet ie in- 
atructed regarding the uniforms, if

I wandered across the fields as the 
shades of twilight were giving way to 
@ bright moonlight, and as I drew 
mear the river 1 heard a whistle. Rac- 
eoon no doubt! Sitting down quietly, 
I waited for some time.

When 
this charity was first established it 
Was understood that its operations 
would be confined to London and its 
environs. But tbe people of the coun- 
try towns and villages beard of it and 
showed a decided disposition to share 
in (ts advantages; bence the “baby 
post!” 

All over the country there were men 
and women who entered vigorously 
into the business of carrying chil- 
dren to London and depositing them 
at the gates of the foundling bospital.
